Mary Harris, a heroine of the 


Deerfield (Mass.) massacre in 1704 
is responsible for the origin of the 
nam« of the Walhonding river which 
windf through a part of central Ohio

Muskingum 


When she was ten she was captured, 
earned into the valley of the Wal- 
honding, into what is now Coshoc- 
ton county, and later was married 
to a French Mohawk.

The lat- 
ter is probably correct as anyone 
can see by looking down at its 
winding course. Some authorities 
consider it the moat crooked navi- 
gable waterway in the state. 


Use for Artificial Fly 


Macedonians' Discovery 


I am of the opinion that the artifi- 


cial fly dates back to the era of the 
Macedonians, and was the invention 
of necessity, states a writer in the 
Detroit Free Press. Those who Ashed 
along the Astraeus river were un- 
able to catch the fish abounding 
therein because the only thing the 
fish responded to was a fly which 
hovered over the river, and which 
proved to be unsuitable for bait 
when used by the fishermen. It lost 
its color and its wings shriveled up.

and effective. They discovered that 
by winding a piece of crimson wool 
around a hook, and attaching there- 
in tT*-o feathers from the neck of a 
cock they had an artificial fly which 
•was a real competitor so far as 
fish were concerned. You know the 
rest—states set aside streams for 
fly fishing only. Each year finds its 
popularity increasing.

Poison in Berries and LCATM 


of Some Garden Plants 


According to a Home Gardening 


•Xpert, many common plants con- 
tain dangerous poisons, warns a 
writer in Pearson's London Weekly. 


There is deadly prussic acid In 


leaves and roots of arum lilies, in 
hawthorn berries, and in the leaves 
of the cherry laurel. Another acidic 
poison, oxalic acid, is contained in 
the berries of the barberry species. 


The poisonous cytistine is found 


in butcher's broom berries, and in 
laburnum seeds, while Christmas 
roses are dangerous on account of 
the helleborin in them. Every part 
of the common daisy, and the sticky 
jaice of the dandelion stem, are als* 
poisonous. 


Bigitalin. a deadly drug, to con- 


tained in foxglove leaves, while hol- 
ly berries hold several poisons. Peo- 
p:» are also warned against the 
••".• ttrrics. which are full of heder- 
:r,» 
Lupin seeds contain lupinine, 


ar.d the berries of Daphne, daph- 
nire. The entire monkshood plant 
:s impregnated wilh aconitin*. and 
r-cppy heads are full of morphine.

probably never heard of Rome 
They wert separated by half tnt 
distance around the world at a time 
when transportation and communi- 
cation were confined to their own 
front yards, as it were. Yet history 
tells us that both had something in 
common-"Watch doc «««*." 


Every schoolboy remembers tn* 


story of how the sacred geese savtd 
Rome at the time of the Gaul in- 
vasion in the year 388 B. C. 


Even as the "divine" honkers In 


Jupiter's temple yard announced 
the approach of the barbarians, §o 
Hawaiian geese warned their own- 
ers of the intrusion of strangers. In 
fact, these winged watch dogs of 
Hawaii were so adept at their trade 
that the islanders commonly em- 
ployed them as sentinels. 


Even today natives tell of how 


their ancestors domesticated the 
wild Hawaiian goose and kept them 
•bout their homes in the role of 
animated burglar alarms. 


The Hawaiian goose, "nene" as 


the natives call it, is a rare anc 
little known species ol the United 
States and is rapidly vanishing. Tw 
nene's nearest relative is though 
by some to be the Canadian goose 
which probably migrated from the 
islands years ago. 


Recently the nene have becom 


increasingly scarce. For the firs 
time, a few weeks ago, the ter 
ritorial government took steps i 
co-operation with various ranch 
owners, to preserve the rapidly van 
ishing bird by the setting aside o 
large ranch areas as breeding 
grounds. 
Unless these plans prove success- 


ful the nene will be extinct within 
a few years, bird experts declare. 
If, however, the attempts meet with 
success, the nene will not become 
extinct and America will still have 
a rare species of goose whose past 
is one of unsolved mystery.
